Consultations on the council's 
final formal proposals for school 
reorganisation are now underway. 

Meetings are being held to 
explain what stage the council 
has reached in the reorganisation 
process; how it arrived at its 
current position; what happens 
next; and how people can make 
their views known during the 
formal consultation period. 

The council has published a list 
of meetings - some of which have 
already been held - for parents 
of schools that are proposed 
for either closure, federation or 
amalgamation. Meetings at other 
schools will be held in September, 
and parents will be invited by 
their child's school. 

Two public meetings were also 
due to be held in July, and diocese- 
maintained schools are holding 
their own separate meetings. The 
representations made during the 
parent and public meetings will be 
considered as part of the formal 
consultation. 


Separate meetings are being 
organised for staff and governors 
at individual schools.

The formal consultation period 
began on Z3 June and lasts until 
26 September at 5pm.

In the 27 June edition of One 
Island, two schools were omitted 
in error from our school-by-school 
listing for the Cowes area under 
the fi nal reorganisation proposals. 
The schools' details were: 

Cowes Primary - to continue 
on existing site, but addition to 
site required. 

Gurnard Primary - to relocate 
to Solent Middle site. 


Fewer councillors likely after 
2009 elections 

The number of councillors elected to the Isle of Wight Council looks set 
to be reduced from 48 to 40. 

The Boundary Committee has also recommended a reduction in the 
number of wards from the current 48 to 39. It means all wards will be 
represented by a single councillor, except for a new large ward covering 
St Helens, Brading and Bembridge, which will have two members. 

The final recommendations will now go to the Electoral Commission 
to make the necessary legislation to bring about the changes. 

It is expected the new arrangements will come into effect for the 
2009 local elections.

Summer is with us - but 
so are those hot weather 
perils of booze, sunburn and 
salmonella. Health experts 
are reminding us of some 
simple measures to help 
avoid the misery of the 
terrible trio. 

Booze Remember how 
much is too much; men 
three to four units a day and 
women two to three units 
a day (bottled beer, ordinary 
strength is 1 .Bunits, and a 
red or white wine, 250ml, is 
3.3units). 

Sunburn Seek shade 
between 11am and 3pm; 
make sure you never burn; 
cover up with a hat, t-shirt 
and sunglasses; take 
extra care of children and keep babies out of the sun; use a 15-plus 
sunscreen and apply generously and often. 

Salmonella Always make sure you cook chicken, pork, burgers, 
sausages and kebabs until they're piping hot all the way through, 
none of the meat is pink and anyjuices run clear. Also make sure 
frozen food is properly thawed before you cook it; turn the food 
regularly to cook it evenly.

Blue Flag accolade 
for three Island 
beaches 



Three Isle of Wight beaches have 
been awarded Blue Flag status 
in the latest list announced by 
the Keep Britain Tidy Group. And 
ten beaches in total have been 
given Quality Coast Award (QCA) 
accreditation. 

Blue Flags - which are awarded 
in Europe, the Caribbean, South 
Africa and the USA - are only 
given to coastal destinations 
which have achieved the highest 
quality in water, facilities, safety, 
environmental education and 
management. 

Sandown and Shanklin beaches 
have retained their Blue Flag 
status while for the first time 
since 2003, Ventnor has been 
given the prestigious award. 

The beach at Ryde East has not 
retained its Blue Flag status. 

The council did not enter the 
beach into the awards as an 
Environment Agency test had 
indicated it did not meet the 


criteria for water quality in 2007. 

In 2007, the council made 
funding available to provide 
lifeguards at Ventnor between 
May and September each 
year, which helped towards its 
qualification for a Blue Flag. 

The Island beaches that have 
achieved QCA status are: East 
Cowes, Springvale, Cowes, 
Seagrove, Totland, Colwell and 
Gurnard, together with the 
Blue Flag beaches at Sandown, 
Shanklin and Ventnor. 

Director of environment and 
neighbourhoods, Stuart Love, 
said: "We know the Isle of Wight 
has some of the best beaches 
in the UK when it comes to 
quality both on and off the sand. 
This is very good news just as 
we head into the main tourism 
season, and it further enhances 
the Island's reputation as a top 
holiday destination." 


Renovation for historic cemetery 



Work will soon be underway to help restore Ryde's historic 
town cemetery to its former Victorian and Edwardian glory. 

The 12-acre cemetery, between West Street and Pellhurst 
Road, will benefit to the tune of almost £500,000 from the 
Heritage Lottery Fund, under a project led by the council 
and supported by the Friends of Ryde Cemetery and Ryde 
Social Heritage Croup. 

The cemetery site is rich in Victorian and Edwardian 
architecture and holds an abundance of monumental 
gravestones, tombs and vaults commemorating historic 
events and significant local families who helped shape the 

buildings, social heritage and 
historic commerce of Ryde. 
The Ryde Cemetery 


Restoration Project has already been contributed to 
enormously by the friends' group and social heritage 
group, through volunteering, historical research, mapping 
and grave restoration. 

One of the main aims of restoring the cemetery is to 
encourage local residents and the wider community to 
have an active involvement in the site through restoration, 
conservation and heritage related activities. The project 
is working with schools to give youngsters the chance to 
engage with a range of activities. 

Restoration begins in the next few months and is 
scheduled to take around 18 months. Signs will be erected 
at both cemetery entrances showing details of the 
development. 

Features of the project, include: 

• the restoration and repair of the three chapels, brick 
entrances and archway gates; 

• the restoration of iron railings and gateway in Pellhurst 
Road; 

• general clearance, cleaning and restoration of selected 
headstones; 

• development of a heritage learning centre within the 
existing north chapel; 

• conservation work to existing trees, shrubs, climbing 
plants and lichens. 

There will also be restoration of brick and natural 
stone boundary walls; mapping and indexing of plots and 
graves; restoration and repair of paths and driveways; 
activity days to raise awareness of the cemetery and 
provide information for volunteering opportunities; and an 
information signage area for a heritage trail. 


Cycling to 

stay 

healthy 



Children and adults 
on the Island were 
encouraged to get 
healthy through 
cycling, under 
two initiatives 
promoted by the 
council in June. 

During National 
Bike Week from 14 
to 22 June, pupils 
were encouraged 
to cycle to school 
for a week. A 
similar initiative 
in November 
last year saw 
more than 500 
children cycle 
to school every 
day for a week, 
and the number 
was expected to 
be even greater 
this year as more 
schools had 
registered. 

To encourage 
adults to cycle to 
work, a special 
Bikers' Breakfast 
scheme was run 
from 23 to 25 
June, with a free 
breakfast on offer 
to those who 
arrived by bicycle 
at the Floating 
Bridge, Cowes 
at Fairlee Road, 
Newport (the 
entrance next to 
Island Harbour) 
and at Newport 
fire station. The 
initiative was 
organised in 
partnership with 
Cyclewight. 
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Recycling computers to 
help Ryde community 


Old computers and related equipment are being recycled 
at a shop in Ryde to help raise funds for the town's Park 
Centre. 

The Park Centre is a community-based project, and 
the Ryde East Community Association has set up Park 
Computers in the High Street to boost the centre's 
finances. 

The rented shop was opened in May and recycles old 
computers and computer peripherals by cannibalising, 
rebuilding and redistributing them. 

The project also helps families on low incomes in the 
Oakfield and Elmfield area, who are given the chance to 
buy the recycled computers, and are also offered technical 
support. 

Project manager, Barry Kemp, said: "Many of our users 
were asking for advice on where they could purchase good 
quality, second hand computers at a reasonable price. 

We had already been receiving some donations of used 
computer parts from the community, and realising there 
was this need to be filled, Park Computers was created."

Positive lessons for young motorcyclists 


Police and the Freshwater and 
Totland town centre manager 
have been working with young 
motorcyclists in the area to give 
them a fast track lesson in road 
safety and the law. 

As part of the initiative, around 
20 youngsters who use the 
wasteland off Colwell Common 
for scrambling and riding mini- 
moto bikes were taken to watch 
the Wightlink Islanders at a recent 


speedway meeting. 

The trip was organised by the 
local police Safer Neighbourhoods 
Team and the council's Safer 
Neighbourhoods Partnership, 
which in recent months have been 
speaking to the young riders. 

It follows complaints from 
local residents that the riders 
were using public highways 
and footpaths to ride to the 
scrambling site. 


Bob Nelson, town centre 
manager, said: "We have come to 
know these youngsters through 
talking to them over many weeks 
and have explained to them the 
need to make sure they abide by 
the law and keep safe. 

"We hope that by working 
closely with them we will be 
able to effectively get them to 
take seriously the issues of road 
safety and the law." 



One of the UK's leading yacht 
clubs - Sea View Yacht Club - is 
helping set the standard when 
it comes to encouraging the 
involvement of young people in 
sailing. 

The club is a Royal Yachting 
Association training centre with 
a professional team who provide 
a broad range of sailing courses 
for ages eight to 80.

The festival will feature events 
including Cycle the Wight, a 70 
mile road race around the Island's 
spectacular coastline with start 
points at Ryde, East Cowes, 
Yarmouth and Blackgang - as well 
as The Hills Killer, a challenging 
orienteering ride against the 
clock. 

Helping launch the festival is 
the Sink or Swim competition, 
with homemade pedal-powered 
craft attempting to cross the 
River Medina. The launch will also 
include a free cycle show and 
mountain bike stunt display. 

Other highlights for the week 
include an event especially for 
single cyclists along the scenic 
sunshine trail to Godshill, and the 
West Wight Triathlon, an event 
for novices and first timers. The 
cycling stage of the triathlon 
begins at West Wight Sports 
Centre, Freshwater and continues 
along the coastal Military Road. 
The run takes place along the 
River Yar and ends with a 600 
metre pool swim. 

On Saturday 20 September 
there will be the Go Ride Cycle 
Skills Day, hosted by the British 
Cycling Federation, with coaches 
on hand to help with riding and 
race skills.

East Cowes offers extra car parking 
facilities at Victoria Grove Recreation Grounds 
for fireworks' night only, with buses provided 
down to the seafront.

Extra overnight services are being provided 
from Friday 1 August to Saturday 9 August, 
with the usual back and forth operation 
extended from shortly before midnight to 
2am.

Tourism on the Island is set to benefit from a triple marketing boost over 
the coming months. 

Three major campaigns will raise the Island's profile as a visitor 
destination, and have been further bolstered with the appointment of a 
new commissioner of tourism for the Island. 

Launched at the beginning of June was a £180,000 campaign which 
will see a specially created series of advertisements depicting the 
Island as a green, vibrant, relaxing and high quality destination. These 
advertisements will be placed in national newspapers, magazines and on 
200 major websites. The campaign is being funded by the council, with 
Wightlinkand Red Funnel Ferries also contributing. 

As well as seeking to attract new visitors, the campaign also specifically 
targets groups of people identified in surveys as already thinking about 
visiting the Island, but yet to book. 

The second campaign is timed and designed to react to current 
anxieties over the UK economy and portrays the Island as an easy-to- 
reach, high-quality yet value-for-money destination. 

It will feature a series of advertisements mainly concentrated in the 
London area in newspapers such as The Evening Stondord and Daily Moil 
as well as online in July and August. The £75,000 campaign is being 
funded entirely by the council. 

And the third campaign - with South West Trains, Island Line, Wightlink 
and Red Funnel - will see all partners take a co-ordinated approach to 
marketing the Island widely throughout the extensive South West Trains' 
network. 

As part of this agreement, an advertising campaign featuring images 
of the Island, as well as information on how to get here quickly and 
inexpensively, will be highly visible on posters and in the local media 
serving major towns serviced by the South West Trains' network 
including, Basingstoke, Guildford, Woking, and Kingston Upon Thames. 

There will also be advertising across the network, while a pocket guide 
will be placed in key stations and the Island featured in South West Trains' 
bi-monthly magazine e-motion. 

The total value of this campaign that will run between July and 
October - could reach £750,000. 

Councillor George Brown, cabinet member with responsibility for 
tourism, said: "This is a considerable investment in national campaigns 
and shows how the council takes its responsibility for the strategic 
marketing of our Island extremely seriously. 

"The images we are using show just what a special place the Island is 
and what unique things we offer to the visitor." 

All the campaigns are in addition to the other extensive marketing 
carried out by the council, such as production of the successful visitor 
guides, the accommodation guides and work to promote the Eco Island 
vision. 

Another key strand of marketing the Island as a destination is the 
support the council gives to major international events such as the Isle of 
Wight Festival and Skandia Cowes Week, as well as organising others such 
as the Island's annual walking and cycling festivals. 

Meanwhile, a new group formed to boost the marketing of the Island 
as a place to visit is to be headed by the commissioner for tourism, John 
Metcalfe, who served as acting head of tourism for 18 months during 
2003/2004. His responsibilities in his new role will include working with 
key partners to develop effective action plans to promote the Island and 
the industry. 

He said: "I am delighted to take on this hugely important role. I am 
acutely aware of how important the visitor economy is to the Island and I 
believe that the Island is a first-class destination."

A team of talented young sports people from the Isle 
of Wight recently took part in the Youth World Island 
Games on the Caribbean island of Guadeloupe. Here 
we find out how they got on 


ThIRTYTWO YOUNG athletes did the 
Isle of Wight proud when recently pitted 
against their counterparts from 15 other 
islands around the world. 

The French island of Guadeloupe was the 
venue for the Youth World Island Games, and 
the Isle of Wight team came away with three 
medals and many positive experiences from 
their endeavours. 

All of the Isle of Wight team members were 
under the age of 17, often competing against 
young people up to three years their senior 
and from islands with far larger populations. 

The Isle of Wight has now taken part in fi ve 
World Island Youth Games since being invited 
to take part in 2003. Th e games are mainly 
funded by the host island, with the council 


and its partners contributing to the team 
travel costs. Ferry fi rm Wightlink sponsored 
the sailing team and the transport across the 
Solent. 

The young Isle of Wight sports people 
competed in events including tennis, sailing, 
swimming, surfi ng and athletics. 

Zoe Sheath secured a silver medal in the 
girls’ under-17 surfi ng competition, and 
it was in athletics that the Isle of Wight 
brought home its other two medals. Aiya 
Abe and Lizzie Lovegrove won bronze in the 
1500 metres and discus. 

The Italian Island of Sardinia won the 
overall competition, with the Canary Islands 
second and Madeira third. Th e Isle of Wight 
finished three places higher than last year, 


in 12th position overall, out of 16 competing 
islands. 

The games are seen as an ideal opportunity 
for the Island’s young sporting talent to gain 
international competition experience ahead 
of the Natwest Island Games, which is being 
hosted by the Isle of Wight in 2011. 

This year’s games had a Caribbean carnival 
theme, starting with a colourful and 
musical opening ceremony telling the story 
of Guadeloupe and how it has developed 
culturally over the years. 

Some of the individual sports then followed 
this theme during the week with samba 
and dance to complement the sporting 
programmes. 

Lee Matthews, Isle of Wight team manager, 
said: “Th is year’s games provided a wonderful 
sporting and cultural experience for our 
young people. 

“Th e Isle of Wight has now sent more than 
100 young people to the games over the past 
five years, and with continued support I know 
many of them will be competing for places 
when the Island hosts the 2011 Natwest 
Island Games. 
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Council Leader, Councillor David 
Pugh, said: “Once again our young 
athletes have shown they have some 
amazing talent and have maintained 
the reputation of our Island on an 
international stage.

^£5 million for Island roads 

In the last issue of One Island we brought you news of a major programme of 
road surfacing works planned to start in the coming year. Here are details of the 
schemes and where they will take place 



Works to improve Island road surfaces to the tune of £5 million are to take 
place over the next three years. 

The programme gets underway during the coming year, and is in 
advance of the Private Finance Initiative that will see unprecedented 
investment in the Island's highways network from 2011. 

Roads across the Island will be resurfaced and improved as part of the 
three-year project starting this year, and the list has been compiled taking 


into account criteria including the measured skid resistance and accident 
records of various stretches. 

Councillor Tim Hunter-Henderson, cabinet member for environment 
and transport, said: "This level of investment will begin to make a real 
difference and all road users will benefit not just motorists but cyclists as 
well. It is also important for the Island's tourism industry that roads are of 
a good standard."

Our Island, our environment 



The lure of the beach is hard to resist on a hot summers day - 
soaking up the suns rays, followed by a cooling dip in the sea. This 
is the twice-daily, all-year-round routine for our hardy seashore 
dwellers like barnacles and limpets. The rocks and posts at the high 
tide mark are an extreme environment. When the tide recedes and 
the temperature rises, drying out and overheating are hazards. Add 
in gulls looking for a meal, then the crash of incoming waves, and 
the pressures of life on the shore begin to mount up. 

Barnacles and limpets are found on bare rock surfaces, seemingly 
lifeless and immobile. Barnacles are crustaceans and related to 
crabs. Their outer covering is made up of a set of tightly fitting 
plates. When they are covered by seawater, the plates hinge open and 
the animal extends it long feathery limbs to feed by filtering out tiny 
plankton. Not as ferocious as a crab but no less fascinating! 


Limpets are snails and they clamp their conical shells tightly to 
rocks to prevent dehydration when the tide recedes. As the tide turns 
and the sea covers them, they relax their grip and move slowly round 
the rock using their rasping ‘tongue’ to browse on the microscopic 
film of algae. They are such efficient grazers that larger varieties of 
seaweed are removed before they are able to grow into recognisable 
plants. As the tide ebbs, limpets return to their original place, where, 
over time (and they can live for several years), a depression in the 
rock surface develops that fits their shell exactly. Please don’t kick 
the limpets off rocks - they have enough to cope with already! 


Finding out about shoreline plans 


A website has been created to 
keep people up to date about 
the Isle of Wight Shoreline 
Management Plan. 

The website, at www. 
coostalwightgov.uk/smp , will 
provide progress on the plan, 
which is being updated to look 
ahead for the next 100 years. 

Work will take place during 
2008 and 2009 on agreeing the 
policies for the plan - which will 
be led by the council, along with 
the Environment Agency, the 
Department for the Environment, 
Food and Rural Affairs, as well as 


other organisations and coastal 
residents. 

The website will grow as the 
project progresses and will 
include information on how the 
public can get involved. The final 
documents will be published in 
full on the site. 

If you are affected by coastal 
change you can visit the website 
to sign up as a stakeholder, or 
provide information for the study. 

Public consultations will also 
be held around the Island as 
the plan is reviewed, and will be 
advertised in the local media. 




Lack of rain may cause the 
water level to drop rapidly in 
garden ponds. If possible, top it 
up from a water butt as this will 
not introduce extra nutrients, 
which can lead to rapid growth 
of algae.
